So  It  will  be  always  under  democ- 
r|cy.  There  are  the  ins  and  the  outs,  whatever 

Under  British  constitutional  developBWOt  two 
treat  parties  arose  at  first,  and  now  thwe  are 
three.  Each  may  haw  Ttrylnff  duidet  «f  out- 
look, and  they  may  even  be  called  by  other  names 
than  those  with  which  they  ttarted  their  career,^ 
but  the  underlying  principles  upon  whMi  their 
development  has  proceeded  have  been  main- 
tained. Even  the  Labor  Party  in  Great  BritAln 
U,  in  many  respects,  an  offahoot  of  the  other 
two  parties,  it  may  have  come  to  sUy,  or  it  may 
be  only  an  ephemeral  portend.  The  fate  of  politi- 
cal parties  of  long  sUndlng  la  not  decided  by 
one.  or  two.  or  three  elections.  They  have  In- 
herent strength  which  may  Uke  centuries  to 
destroy.  What  Lord  lUcaulay  wroU.  as  follows, 
of  the  two  main  political  parties  in  his  "Hlst^iry 
cl  England"  atanda  good  today,  and  in  every 
erentuality  will  itand  good  for  many  eontvrtaa 
t«  come: 

"It  would  not  be  difficult  to  compose  a  lam- 
poon or  a  panegyric  m  eMher  of  theee  renewed 
factions:  for  no  man  not  utterly  destitute  of 
Judgment  aiMl  candor  will  deny  that  there  arc 
many  deep  aUint  on  the  fame  of  the  party  to 
which  he  beinnKs.  or  that  the  party  to  which  he 
la  <9P08ed  may  Justly  boast  of  many  illustrious 
namea,  of  thany  herole  Mtlons,  and  of  many 
great  services  rendered  to  the  State.  The  truth 
la,  that  though  both  partlea  have  often  seriously 
erred.  England  eeidd  have  iparM  neither.  Zf.  m 
her  instltutlnn.s,  freedom  and  order,  the  advan- 
tages arising  from .  innovation  and  the  ad  van - 
tacM  ariaing  from  j^eaerlptlon.  have  bean  eont^  " 
Mned  to  an  extent  elsewhere  unknown,  we  may 
sttribute  the  happy  peculiarity  to  the  strenuous 
MBlttela  and  altarnate  ▼tetortit  of  two  rlTal  con- 
federacies of  staiitamen.  a  confederacy  7,ealou.s 
tot  Mthorlty  «ad  antiquity,  and  a  confederacy 
aaaloM  for  IHberty  and  progreaa. 

"It  OtiRht  to  be  remembered  that  the  differ- 
ence between  the  tvyo  great  sections  of  English 
poUtldana  haa  ahrayt  been  a  dUferaiee  rather 
of  degree  than  of  principle.  There  were  certain 
limits  on  the  right  and  on  the  left  which  were 
very  rartly  omatepped.  A  f ew  anthmlaati  on 
one  side  were  ready  to  lay  all  our  laws  and  fran- 
chises at  the  feet  of  our  Kings.  A  few  enthusl- 
aata  on  the  other  aide  iMte  bent  on  puraulng. 
throtiRh  endless  civil  troubleK,  their  darling 
phantom  of  a  republic.  But  the  great  majority 
Of  thoae  who  fouight  for  the  Crown  were  averse 
to  despotism,  and  the  great  majority  of  the 
champions  of  popular  righta  were  averse  to  an- 
archy. Tyrlce  In  the  courae  of  the  seventeenth 
century  the  two  parties  suspended  their  dissen- 
sions and  united  their  strength  in  a  common 
Muae.  Their  first  coalition  restored  hereditary 
monarchy,  their  second  COaUlkm  rtitlMd  OOn- 
stltutlonal  freedom. 

"It  la  alao  to  be  noted  that  these  two  parties 
have  never  been  the  whole  nation,  nay,  that  they 
have  never,  taken  together,  made  up  a  majority 
of  the  nation.  Between  them  has  always  been  a 
great  mass,  which  has  not  steadfastly  adhered  to 
either,  which  has  sometimes  remained  inertly 
neutral,  and  has  sometimes  oacillated  to  and 
fro.  That  mass  has  more  than  once  passed  in  a 
few  years  from  one  extreme  to  the  other,  and 
back  again.  Sometimes  It  has  changed  sides, 
merely  because  it  was  tired  of  supporting  the 
tune  man,  .sometimes  because  it  was  dismayed 
by  its  own  exce.s.ses,  sometimes  because  It  had 
expected  Impossibilities  and  had  been  disap- 
pointed. But,  whenever  it  has  leaned  with  its 
whole  weight  In  either  direction,  raaltttnee  hM. 
for  the  time,  been  Impoaalble."

After  that 
time  came  rotary  printing  machines, 
driven  by  steam  power,  and  there 
were  rumors  that  those  revolution- 
ary-minded persons.  Inventors,  were 
experlmentlnK  uith  type-setting 
machines.  The  adoption  of  steam 
printing  presses  was  resisted  by 
pre.s.smen.  who  naturally  feared, 
like  Othello,  that  if  such  contrap- 
tions earns  into  general  use  their 
occupations  would  be  gone.  Type- 
setters of  the  old  school  scoffed  at 
the  very  Mea  of  the  invention  of  a 
type-*stting  machine  which  would 
supplant  them.  They  said  setting 
type  was  tbe.bttdnM  of  people  who 
could  think.

But  the  rotary  steam  prMs  came 
Into  general  use.  and  the  type-set- 
ting machine  may  'be  seen  at  work 
any  day  or  night  in  the  offices  of 
The  Oelonlst  Wbatem  thinking 
there  Is  to  be  done  la  tbe  operation 
of  producing  type  for  the  presses 
down  betow  la  dsse  by  the  operators 
of  the  mnchlBsa.

eoBvantion. 

ANNUAL  BKTUENS 

3.  Hm  draft  oonysntkm  provides 
for  an  annual  iwtom  of  expenditure 
In  a  common  form.  Although  these 

retum.s  will  not  provide  any  basis 
of  conipari.son  of  tiie  strength  of 
armaments  between  the  different 
countries,  it  ha.s  always  been  rec- 
ORiiized  that  a  reasonable  degree 
of  (inlfomilty  wn.s  necessary  for  the 
Keneral  coniprehi  n.slon  of  the  sy.s- 
tem  of  puhlicity  and  limitation. 
The  committee  ha.s  drawn  up  this 
common  form  and  has  given  de- 
tailed instructlona  as  to  the  items 
of  expenditure  nbUh.  ara  to  ba  idvan 
in  eaoh  of  tha  diait  to  tan  heads 
contained  in  tt^  form. 

4.  It  may  be  that  not  all  govem- 
mejnt.s  will  be  able  U^  fill  In  t.hLs 
form  .strictly  in  acrordftnce  w:t!i  the 
m.siiuction.s.  and  the  comiiiiMi'e  lia-s 
therefore  proposed  that  ra' h  cm- 
ernnvnl  should  be  allowed  <a\\ 
In  the  form  in  a  slightly  different 
method  (accordlOff  as  Its  accounting 
procediuw  may  require),  provided 
that  it  exidalns  ^his  method  to  the 
conference  and  apdartak^  to  adhere

IN(  I.I  DE  ALL  COSTS 
5  Tlie  committee's  proposals  pro- 
vide that  all  annament  expenditure 
Is  to  be  Included  from  whatever 
source  the  funds  are  obtained— e.v„ 
from  the  budgets  of  the  fOroea.  from 
the  civU  budgets,  front  ttta  funds 
of  local  authorities.  orKMaa  aothely 
different  sources. 

8.  Generally  speaking,  when  any 
marginal  cases  arise  Involving  either 
difficulties  of  definition  or  doubts 
as  t6  whether  they  really  affect  the 
strength  of  armament.s.  the  com- 
mittee has  proposed  that  doubtful 
items  of  expenditure  of  this  kind, 
if  excluded  from  the  returns  of  ex- 
penditure, should  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  publlelty. 

7.  The  committee  has  also  made 
propoials  refardinv  the  steipa  to  be 
taken  if  a  marked  fartatlon  In  the 
purchaslnf  power  of  currencies 
gives  rise  to  the  need  for  adjusting 
the  limits  of  expenditure.  The  com- 
mittee has  also  propased  that  the 
limits  of  expenditure  .should  in  fact

The  changes  of  divisions  and 
other  adJustnipnUs  necessary  in  prep- 
aration for  this  attack  were  being 
rapidly  carried  out.  Except  for 
those  tmlts  in  the  Argonne  which 
uUUsed  Oennan  dutouts.  all  of  our 
troops  had'  been  without  shelter  of 
any  sort,  a*  none  existed  luxrth  of 
the  Clermont— yardim  road,  so  re- 
lief for  rest  and 'recuperation  during 
thi.s  period  entailed  movenentS  Ol 
considerable  distance. 

During  the  previous  weeks  of 
ftulous  flgbtlnf  effalnit  oliftlnate 
reeManee  the  first  Army  eaptm«d 
the  strengeet  defenoes  on  the 
Western  ntmt,  atid  was  now  ad- 
vancing tlurough  operations  which 
were  preparatory  to  eflectlve  de- 
livery of  the  f^nal  blow.

Political  Oesturo 

It  was  obvious,  therefore,  that 
any  attemilt  on  his  part  to  dhscredit 
our  aocompllahmenta  would  be 
purely  a  political  gesture  designed 
to  minimise  Amertca'a  peeetlge  at 
the  peace  oonferenoc. 

The  demands  of  Incessant  battle 
had  eompelled  our  divisions  to  fight 
to  the  limit  of  thrlr  capacity. 
Troop.s  wen-  held  in  the  line  and 
pushed  to  the  attack  until  defniet 
Incapable  of  further  effort  bccau.se 
of  casualties  or  exhaii.stinn:  artil- 
lery once  engaged  was  seldom  with- 
drawn. Many  batteries  fought 
until  practically  all  *  the  animals 
were  eaeuaKles,  leaving  the  guns  to 
be  towed  oat  ol  line  by  motor  tracks 
or  by  hand. 

Our  men  ns  a  whole  showed  un- 
rivaled fortitude  in  this  continuoiLs 
flghtniK  durini;  indemrnl  weather 
and  under  the  n^aiu-  disadvantages 
of  position.  Through  .such  experi- 
ence the  army  had  developed  Into  a 
powerful  leehlne  and  had  supreme 
oonfldenoe  la  Its  ability  to  carry 
through  sueeesefully.

Althonirh  Marshal  Foch  h.id  told 
me  some  days  before  that  If  his 
cplnlon  should  be  asked  regarding 
the  t»rms  of  sn  armistice  he  ex- 
pected to  call  the  commanders-taio 
chief  tfxjftlier  and  get  their  views. 
I  hid  nc{t  made  a  detailed  Ktudy  of 
I  he  terms  that  should  be  lmpo.s»"d 
especially  as  I  had  expected  some 
word  Ireai  Wuhlagtoa  on  tha  sub-

Having  discussed  the  question  In 
a  geiMral  way  with  the  Chief  of 
Staff.  JfaAndmr.  the  Chief  of 
Operations.  Wm  Gonnw.  end  the 
Judge  Advocate,  Bethel,  they  were 
directed  to  meet  me  at  Senha,  and 
we  went  over  the  details  brledf  be- 
fore the  conference 

At  thp  oprninK  of  the  conference 
Marshal  Fodi  said  ui  .substance: 
"You  are  d'nibtles.s  aware  that  the 
Germans  are  negotiating  for  an 
annlstloe  through  the  Intermediary 
oC  tha  AOMriean  Government,  and 
declare  thsnsehcs  ready  to  accept 
the  Fourteen  Potnts  of  Prseldent 
Wilson  as  a  basis." 

He  went  on  to  say  that  he  had 
called  us  together  to  obtain  our 
views,  and  thnt  he  thought  "the 
terms  should  be  .such  a,s  to  render 
Germany  powerless  to  recommenc- 
operations  in  case  hostilities  are  re- 
sumed." One  of  his  officers  then 
read  aloud  from  a  newspeper  the 
Fourteen  Points. 

I  expressed  the  opinion  that  oom- 
mandnv-ln-chlef  should  act  only 
on  the  authority  of  their  respectiv 
governments,  and  Inquired  whether 
the  governmenLs  had  referred  this 
question  to  us  wltli  directions  to 
draw  up  the  conditions  to  ho  im- 
posed in  ca.se  thev  ^liould  derm  it 
possible  to  grant  an  armistice.  Mar- 
shal Voeh  replied  that  the  French 
Oovenunent,  with  Um  approval  of 
the  Allied  and  MMllated  Powers, 
had  directed  him  to  take  up  the 
question  with  the  commanders-in- 
chief,  and  he  considered  that  we 
were  Justified  in  draftln<»  the  con- 
ditions of  an  eventual  nrmhtlre. 

Although  I  was  in  favo-  cf  de- 
manding'; the  surrender  of  the  Ger- 
man armies.  I  accepted  this  as  a 
conference  to  decide  upon  the  terms 
In  cas?  an  aratlstloe  should  be 
granted. 

Defers  QtteBtion 

Foch  then  asked  my  opinion  a.s  to 
conditions  that  should  be  imposed, 
and  I  replied  that  as  it  was  a  mat- 
ter of  greater  ooneem  to  both  Great 
Britain  and  Pranee  than  to  the 
United  BUtes,  and  that  as  their 
armies  had  been  engaged  longer  and 
had  suffered  more  than  ours.  I 
thought  it  appropriate  for  Sir  Doug- 
las Kalfi;  and  General  Petaln  to  ex- 
press their  views  first. 

'.tarshnl  Tlnls;  .said  In  substance 
that  the  German  Army  was  far 
from  being  di-sintepratrd  nnd  was 
still  capable  of  withdrawing  to  a 
shorter  front  and  making  a  stand 
against  eqtial  or  greater  forces.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Allies  were 
pretty  well  exhaustW.  Ths  total 
shortncr  of  men  for  th<»  Brlti.sh  and 
Fteneti  nrmies.  he  said,  "'as  about 
250.000  ench.  with  none  available  to 
fill  the  jjaps 

The  American  Army,  he  further 
said,  was  not  yet  complete,  and 
some  time  mast  elapse  b3fore  It 
would  be  large  enough  to  relieve  the 
dlminlshtog  Allied  armies.  Hn 
thought  the  lenas  should  be  such 
that  the  Germans  would  not  hesi- 
tate to  aeoept  them. 

He  then  proposed  Immediate  and 
complete  evacuation  of  tovaded 
Belgian  and  French  territory;  occu- 
pation hy  the  Allies  of  AI.sace-Lor- 
raine.  and  the  fortres.-^'^s  of  Met/ 
and  fitrnsbourg:  restitutien  of  all 
rolling  stocl;  seized  by  the  Germans 
In  France  and  Belgium,  or  It5 
equivalent,  and  repatriation  of  in- 
habitants of  Invaded  territory. 

Discuss  Trrmn 

The.se  conditions.  Sir  Douglas 
pointed  out.  would  place  us  on  the 
German  frontier  la  case  of  a  re- 
newal of  hoetlllttee.  and  we  eould 
carry  on  the  "War  In  German  terri- 
tory. Um  armlstloe  would  give  the 
Americans  time  to  build  up  their 
army.  He  added:  "If  hoatlllUei 
should  be  resumed  I  would  prefer 
to  find  the  Germans  entrmched  be- 
hind their  old  frontier  of  1R70  than 
to  find  them  on  the  rieht  bank  of 
the  Rhine 

Marshal  F(Kh  then  said. 
"It  cannot  b*-  said  that  the  Ger- 
man Army  i.s  not  defeated  Al- 
though we  are  not  able  to  tell  iis 
exact  condition,  still  we  are  dealing 
with  an  army  that  has  been 
pounded  every  tot  three  months, 
an  army  that  is  now  losbag  on  a 
front  of  «W  UkMMtere.  that,  slnee 
July  18  has  lost  more  than  XO.000 
prisoners  and  4.000  gtms:  an  amy 
that  Is  physically  and  morally  thor- 
oughly beaten 

"Certainly  the  Allied  armies  are 
not  new.  btit  victorious  armiet  are 
never  frcsli.  In  this  matter  the 
question  is  relative;  the  Orrman 
armies  are  far  more  exhaiLsted  than 
ours.  Certainly  the  British  and 
French  armies  are  tired;  certainly 
the  American  Army  Is  a  young 
army,  but  it  is  full  of  IdeaUsm  and
